Tite right of the city of Council Bluffs to
continue to discharge |ts finanolal obliga-
tions aud meet Its Indobtednesa as It falls
due |5 bhelng determined In the salt that J, J,
Shea In prosecuting before Judge Green in
the district court., Nearly the entire day
was devoled to the hearing of evidence and
orgumonte Iin support of Shea's application
for an injunction restraining the city officers
from Isstiing aty more warrants or other
evidences of indebtodnoess or paving any war-
tants, bonda or Interest thercon that have
become dobits agalnst the clty gince the be-
ginning of 1895, The cnse wan called up at
the mornlng session and presented to the
court by Mr, Shiea. The afternoon was do-
voled to the hearlng of evidence supporting
Shea's claim that the city's debt has now
reached and passed the legal limite per-
mitted by the state constitution gnd the
charter of the corpomation. The testimony
wag all documentary and comprised the hond
and warrant reglsters and other books in
the offices of the olty treasurer and the elty
auditor. These city oMeers were called upen
onlly to identify these books and statements.
The figures have frequently been publizhed
aud are familiar to all readers of The Bes,
The eity oftered no evidence in the case and
gave Mr. Sliea the opportunity to use all o
the time he required to present his case, Hiz
argiiments were supported by esurt declsions
applicable to the situntion,

In hie presentation of the city's side of the
controversy to the court City Attorney Hazel-
ton eontended that there were only three
prifneiples Involved. Has ©hea a right to
npintain this action? Mas the clty gone be-
yond its legal Indebtedness? And the judge's
right to use his discrotion to detemnine it it
I [or the bedt intercsts of all to grant the in-

UJunetion sought even though the facts should

sustaln the application? Mr, Shea dld not
conclude his argument untll e-me thne aftop
the ustal hour for adjournment had arrived,

The eity will this morning attack some of
the arsumptions of the plaintiff. and in sUp-
part of the contentlon that he has no right
to malntain this suit will try to show that
he ks not at the pregent time the heavy tax-
payer he clalms to Be or a taxpaver at all.
Little interest was takon In the sult by the
general publie yesterduy. None of the eity
oflivials except those who were called as wit-
neszes were in the court room and all of the
atatls outside of the ralling were vacant.

The argumenta In the application for a writ
of muandamus (o tompel the Bourd of County
Supervisors te coutit the votes cast In the
accond precinet of the Sixth ward, or East
Omuha, were not concluded (0 the superior
court yesterday until 4 o'clock. The conelud.
ing argument wes made by Attorney Cham-
bera In a epeech shat lasted halfl an hour,
People who have been atracted to the court
room by the lmportance of the case have
lenrned about all there 15 to know of the
lgw and supreme court declslons governing
the counting of the voles In popular elections,
The attorneys for the relator have submitted
oplnlona sustaining thelr contentione from
the supreme courts of almoes tevery state In
the vajon and have glyen the court @ welght
of authoritative opinlon that wlill require a
great deal of time to consider if it is all to
be taken foto account, Judge McGee has In-
timated, however, his bellef that he will
be able to render his deelsion by Saturday,
s0 that {t will be before the board when
tkat body reconvenes on Monday, for the pur-

ALMOST IMPOSSIBLE TO GET AT FACTS

Discrepaney In Wareants Still Stanas
nt BRILOOO aw Fiest HReported -
Bishop Appelnted to Suc-

DES MOINES, Nov. 18.—(Special Tele-
gpram.)—Today's investigation of the condl-
tion of the ity funds leads to the conelusion
that the discrapancies will never be ao-
counteéd for, The records are  hopelessly
tangled. In 1880 a committos of exXperts was
at work six months In an effort to
stralghten matters and corfected  errors
amounting to over $2560,000. AL the con-
clusion of the task the books were brought
within §400 of a balance. This left matters
In a conditlon of great uncertalnty and It
was Impossible to azcortain how many other
errors existed but could not be traced. The
present digcovery Indicates that about $11.000
of general fund warrants are outstanding
more than the auditors' records show, The
diseoyery was made simply  Gocause the
amount of warrantp has been gradually re-
dueed from about $400,000 to 234,000, and as
things simmored down the discropancy was
sugpected and finally proven.
